to that effect in the documents themselves. 


Or can it be, we wonder, that those great state papers have 


We have long cherished the opin- 
ion that the Declaration was a mighty voice of freedom sound- 
ing" against our tyrannical governors, and that in holding to it as' 
an honorable charter of our political rights we have the obliga- 
tion to keep it fre>h in our memories and to see that we do not 
yield to the same tyranny in any new guise whatever.
